INFORMATION 

Remove dirt from the display and its surrounding area by lightly wiping with a soft，dry 
cloth, such as a cloth used for cleaning glasses with plastic lenses. 

Scrubbing too hard or using a hard cloth could scratch the display. Also, the display is 
treated with a coating, and could be damaged by coming into contact with benzine or 
alkaline solution.
